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A True and Particular ACCOUNT of the BATTLE, 
at SHER IFF-MUIR, the 13th of Nov. 1715. 


© 8; 38 /7urſday, Nov, 10. The Duke of Mar 
Sr reviewed the Army at Auchter- Ardoch 
S and on Friday the 11th, and Saturday 
+ = the 12th, order d Lieutenant-General 
Gordon, and Brigadier Ogilvie, with Three 
. . Squadrons of the Marqueſs of Huntley, and the 
Squadron of the Maſter of St. Clair, and all 
the Clans, to march and take Poſſeſſion of 
Dumblain, which had been order d two Days 
before, but was delay d by ſome Interruption ; 
and all the reſt of the Army, at the ſame time 


to make their Parade at the Muir of Tullibar- 


dine very early the next Morning, and march 
after General Gordon. The Duke of Mar went 
himſelf to Drummond-Caſtle, to meet my Lord 
Broadallin, and order'd General Hamilton to 
March the Army : On his March, General 
Hamilton had Intelligence that a good Body 
of the Enemy had taken Poſſeſſion of Dum- 
Bain, whereof he ſent immediately, an Ac- 
count to the Duke of Mar, A little after, 
General Hamilton had another Expreſs from 
Lieutenant General Gordon, who was then a- 
bout two Miles to the Right of Ardoch, that 
he had Intelligence there was a great Body of 
the Enemy in Dumblain; upon which General 


Hamilton drew up the Army as the Ground - 
the

the Old Roman Camp near Ardv#h would per- 
mit. A little after, the Duke'of Mar came up 
to the Army, and not hearing from General 
Gordon, who was marching on, judging it to be 
ſome ſmall Party to diſturb our March, order d 
the Guards to be Poſted, and the Army to 
their Quarters, with Orders to be in readineſs to 
aſſemble any time in the Day or Night, on the 
Firing of three Guns. A little after the Army 
was diſmiſsd, the Duke of Mar had an Ac- 
count from General Gordon, that he had certain 
Intelligence of the Duke of Argy/c's being at 
Dumblain with his whole Army, whereupon 
the Duke ſent him Orders to halt, till he 
ſhould come up, and then order'd the three 
Guns to be fir'd ; upon which the Army form'd 
immediately, and march'd up to join with Ge. 
neral Gordon at Kzlbuck, where the u hole 
Army lay under Arms with advance Guards, 
till break of Day. 

Sunday the 13th. The Duke gave Orders 
for the whole Army to form on the Muir, to 
the Left of the Road that leads to Dumblain. 
Fronting Dumblain, the General Officers were 
order'd to theirPoſts. TheS7ir/;x2 ſhire Squadron 
with the King's Standard, and two Squadrons 
of the Marqueſs of Huntley, formed the Right 
of the firſt Line of Horſe, the Clans formed 
the firſt Line of the Foot, the Fife/hire Squa- 
dron form'd the Left of the firſt Line of 
Horſe, the Earl of Marſballs Squadron 
on the Right of the ſecond Line, three Batta- 
lions of the Marqueſs of Seaforth, two Batta- 
lions

lions of the Marqueſs of Huntley, the Earl of 
Panmure's, the Marqueſs of 7ullibardine's, the 


Battalions of the Marqueſs of Drummond, Com- 


manded by the Viſcount Strat hallan, and Logie 
of Almond, the Battalions of Strowan Robertſon, 
and the Angus Squadron of Horſe, formed the 
ſecond Line. | | 
While the Army was forming, we diſcover'd 
a ſmall Number of the Enemy on the height of 
the Weſt- End of the Sheriff Muir, that looks to 


Dumblain, from which they had a full View 


of our Army. The Duke of Mar called a 
Council of War, conſiſting of all the Noble- 
men, General Officers, and Heads of the Clans, 
which was held on the Front of the Horſe on 
the Left, where it was reſolv'd ro fight the 
Enemy nemine contradicente. The Earl of Mar 
ordered the Earl of Marſhal! Major-General of 
the Horſe, with his own Squadron, and Sir 
Donald Mc Donald's Battalion, to march up to 
the Height where we ſaw the Enemy, to 
diſlodge them, and ſend an Account to him 
of the Enemy's Diſpoſition and Motion, The 
Earl of Marſhall no ſooner began his March, 
but the Enemy diſappear'd, and the Earl of 
Mar ordered the Army to march up after them. 
The Lines marched off the Right, divided in 
the Center, and marched up the Hill in four 
Lines; after marching about a quarter of a 
Mile, the Earl of Marſball ſent back an Ac- 


count, that he diſcover d the Enemy bring | 


their Lines very near him to the Southward o 


the Top of the Hill ; upon which th- Aras 
particularly 
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particularly the Horſe, was ordered to march 
up very quickly, and form toward the Enemy : 
But by breaking of their Line in marching off, 
they fell into ſome Confuſion in the Morning, 
and ſome of the ſecond Line of Foot were fal- 
len into the firſt Line or near the Left, and ſome 
of the Horſe near the Center, which ſeems 
to h-ve been the Reaſon, that, the Enemies 
few Squadrons on the Right, were not routed 

as the reſt. OE 
The Duke of Mar placed himſelf at the Head 
of the Clans, and finding the Enemy. only 
forming their Lines, thought fit to attack them 
in that Poſture, and ſeat Collonel William 
Clephan Agitant-General to the Marqueſs of 
Drummond Lieutenant-General of the Horſe on 
the Right, and to Lieutenant-General Gordox 
on the Right of the Line of Foot, and Major 
David Erskin one of his Aidecamps to the Left, 
with Orders to march up, and attack imme- 
diately; who upon his Return waved his Hat 
with a Huzz1, and advanc'd to the Front of the 
Enemy s form d Battalions, upon which all the 
Line of the Right, being of the Clans, led on 
by Sir Donald Mc Donald's Brothers, Glengary, 
Captain of Clanronald, Sir Fohn Me Clean, Glen- 
coe, Campbel of jG/enlyon, Collonel of Broad- 
albiu s, Brigadier Ogilvie of Boyn, with Collonel 
Gordon of Glenbucket, at the Head of one of 
Huntley's Battalions, made ſo furious an At- 
tack, that in ſeven or eight Minutes we cou'd 
neither perceive the form of a Squadron or Bat- 
tation of the Enemy before us. We drove the 
B main

main Body about half a Mile, killing and taking 
Priſoners all we could overtake. The Duke of 
Mar endeavoured to ftop the Foot, and put 
them in ſome Order to follow the Enemy, 
whom we ſaw making off in (mall Bodies from 
2 little Hill below towards Damllain; whither 
the Earl of Mar reſolv'd to follow them to com- 
3 the Victory, when an Account was 

ought him that moſt of our Left and ſecond 
Line had given Way, and the Enemy were purſu- 
ing them down the Back of the Hill, and had 
taken our Artillery, Immediately the Duke of 
Mar gave Orders to march, and put the Foot 
In order as far as could be marched back with 
ther, When he was near the Top of the Hill, 
two Squadrons of the Fnemy's Grey Dragoons, 
were perceived to march towards us. When 
they came near the Top of the Hill, and ſaw 
us advancing in order to attack them, they 
march'd down with great Precipitation, and 
joined at the Foot of the Hill, with a Squadron 
or Two of the Black Dragoons, and a fmall | 
Battalion of Foot, which we judged had march d * 
round the Font of the Hill, and joined them 
at firſt, They ſeem'd again to form on t' e 
low Ground, and advance towards us, but 4 
when they faw us marching down the Hill u- 
on them, they filed off ſpeedily to Damb/ain. The 
Duke of Mar remain d Poſſeſſor of the Field of 
Battle, and kept it till after Sun ſet; when con- 
ſidering that the Army had been without any 
Cover or Proviſion the Night before, and nont 


could be found nearer than Brace, Ardoch, a 0 
tlie 


the adjacent Places, where his Lordſhip ex- 
pected the Left to rally, and the Battalions of 
Lord George Murray, Invernytie, Me Pherſon 
and Mc Gregors to join, relolyd to draw off 
the Artillery. and march the Army to thoſe 
Places, where there were ſome Proviſions There 
were two Carriages of our Guns broke, which 
we left on the Road; but the Battalions did not 
join till the next Day in the Afternoon, before 
which the Enemy's Army was retired to Stir- 
ling. 

We took the Earl of Forfar who was dange- 
roully wounded, ten or twelve Capiains and 
Subalterns, and about two Hundred Sergeants 
ard private Men, and the Lord of one of 
their Voluntiers, four Pair of Colours, ſeveral 
Drums, and about fourteen or fifteen Hundred 
Stand of Arms, We compute there lay Kill'd 
upon the Field of Battle, about twelve Hun- 
dred of the Enemy; and tho' we cannot make, 
an exact Eſtimate of their Loſs, yet 'tis certain, 
there lay Dead upon the Field above fourteen 


ol the Enemy to one of us, beſides the Wound- 


ed. The Priſoners taken by us, were civilly 
us'd and none of them Stripp'd ; ſome werg 
allowed to return to Stir/ing upon their Paroles, 
and the Officers had the Liberty of the Town 
of · Perth. The few Priſoners taken by the 
Enemy on our Left, were moſt of them Strip- 
ped, and ſome Wounded after they were 
taken; the Earl of Panmure was Wounded af- 


ter he was taken, but by the haſty Retreat of 
the Enemy on the' Approach ot our Army, 
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was left in a Village, where he was reſcued by 
his Brother and Servants, | 
Of our Army were Kill'd the Earl of Strath- 
more, the Captain of Clanronald, Auchterhouſe, 
Waterton, Inverlochie, and about ſixty private 


en. 
Monday the 14th. The Duke of Mar drew 
out the Army arty in the Morning on the ſame 
Field at Ardoch, where they were the Day f 
before. About eleven of the Clock, we per- l 
ceived ſome Squadrons of the Enemy on the 
Top of the Hill near the Field of Battle, 
march over to the Top of the Hill ; and a lit- 
tle after, we had an Account of their march- 
ing to Stirling, upon which the Duke of Mar 
marched back his Army and continued about 
Auchter-Ardoch. 

Wedneſday the 16th. The Earl of Mar left 
General Hamilton with the Horſe to canton 
about Duplin, and General Gordon with the 
Clans, and the reſt of the Foot about For- 
gan, and the adjacent Places; and wentto | 
Perth himſelf to order Provihons for the Army» N 
the Want of which, being the Reaſon of his re. 
turning to Perth, | 

Thurſday the 17th. The Duke ordered Ce- 
neral Hamilton to march in the Horſe with 
ſome of the Foot to Perth, and Lieutenant- 
Goneral Gordon to canton, with the Clans 3.
